At least one error upon which reissue is based is described beiow. If the reissue is a broadening 
reissue, such must be stated with an explanation as to the nature of the broadening: 

An error being corrected by the present reissue application is that the patentee claimed less than he had a right to 
claim in U.S. Patent No. 5,845,885 because all of the issued claims of the patent are directed to a mounting device 
and, thus, the patent fails to Include a claim directed to an interlocking ball and socket joint. The interlocking bail 
and socket joint is a subcombination of the previously claimed mounting device (which is a combination of parts 
including, among other elements, the currently claimed interlocking ball and socket joint). Accordingly, the patent 
claims are too narrow to fully protect the disclosed invention. For example, claim 50 of the present reissue 
application is directed to an interlocking ball and socket joint which includes a coupling member and a bifurcated 
arm assembly. Claim 50 is different from the issued patent claims, In part, because claim 50 recites a coupling 
member and does not recite a base. In contrast, each of the claims of U.S. Patent No. 5,845,885 recites a first 
coupling member and a base. Thus, this is a broadening reissue because claim 50 does not recite a base.
